Sierra Madre, California — Thursday, October 26, 1972 


The members of the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department held a special meeting to pick up the materials 
needed to launch their new fire rescue program, to be 
known as ‘'OPERATION RED 
BALL.” 

Each ma.n was assigned a 
territory where he will maKe 
two visits to each home or 
apartment in the area. On 
the first visit ne will merely 
drop off a brochure that will 
lully eyplai.n* the rescue pro¬ 
gram and tilioii within a fev/ 
days he will knock at the 
door and speak with a re¬ 
sponsible party at that ad¬ 
dress and present to the resi¬ 
dent a RED BALL sticker, 
to bo placed on the lower 
right hand* corner (as you 
look at it from the outside) 
of one window In each bed¬ 
room. In any of tibe bedrooms 
occupied by a child, invalid, 
aged or infirm person, the 
sticker will be yellow in¬ 
stead of red. 

In case of a fire in the 
iliome and someone is lunac- 
courited for, the sticker will 
mark the area where the 
firemen will search first. It 
could mean the saving ot 
a fire victim and could mean 
.•-everai minutes in locating 
tiH' diffeie.nce between lib' 
and death. 

Information has been re¬ 
ceived from cities in tne 
east, where “OPERAT ION 
RED BALL” has been in op¬ 
eration for a few months on

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 


ON THE 


FICTITIOUS 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose o^ fhe flcti- 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes. all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6. QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8. QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes. filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


NEW 

NAME LAW 

11 . QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under differeni names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 81/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTIQN: After July 1. 1971. will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of fhe business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

If So You Niust 
Re-Register It Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Then she went to five 
other food stores in nearby 
Idaho towns and figurative¬ 
ly “bought” the same kcitin. 

The result: The $10 gro¬ 
cery list could be bought for 
as little as $9.67 in one store, 
but cost as mtuch as $11.2^3 
in another. That’s a $1.56 
difference, almost 16 per 
cent of the low price. 

The Price Commi.ssion has 
been saying for some time 
that it pays to shop around; 
Correspondent Wil 1 i a m s 
helps prove it. 

Nationally syndicated col¬ 
umnist Sylvia Porter recent¬ 
ly reported on a similar ex¬ 
periment. She a.sked a frieiirl 
to wheel two shopping carts 
1 hrough a super m a r k e,t 
loading one cart with the 
most expensive version of 
the food on her grocery list 
and anotlier cart with the 
least expensive. 

When she checked out the 
two carts, the- bargain cart 
came to $22.54 less tlian the 
other one. Convenience items 
— such as pro-peeled vege¬ 
tables and butter added to 
frozen foods — wnre missing 
from the lo.ss expensive cart, 
•but many people might find 
the SS per cent savings well 
worth the bother. 

A Bit of Sacrifice 

Tlie Price Commission ex- 
pect.s complaints (both from 
consumers a n d business¬ 
men) about its regadations 
becau.so it’s impossible to 
come up with a set of rules 
that everyone considers fair 
to them. Ofto.n., however, the 
Commission hears from peo¬ 
ple who are willing to be* 
pinched a bit bec’ajuse they 
figure they — and everyone 
el.se — will bo better off ir: 
the long run. 

That sort of sentiment was 
expressed recently by 'H. W. 
Close, president of t h e 
American Textile Manufac¬ 
turers Institute, headquar¬ 
tered in Charlotte, N.C. “Our 
profit margin limits are 




measured against a very 
low base period when the 
industrv was depressed, so 
we can/t enjoy the full bene¬ 
fits of economic recovery,” 
he said, but added: “If the 
controls work, we as an in¬ 
dustry can endure the sac¬ 
rifice.” 

Buying Power Increases 

Statisticians in Washing¬ 
ton and elsewhere talk a lot 
about complex indexes that 
measure the consumer and 
wholesale prices, but what 
most people are interested 
in is whether they are belter 
or worse off financially than, 
•before. 

The measure for this na¬ 
tionwide is an index called 
“real spendable earnings.” It 
reports the average weekly 
alter-tax pay of most Ameri¬ 
can wage car.iuu’s, and then 
makes an allowance for in¬ 
flation.

The U.S. Department of 
Labor recently reported the 
average take-home pay t t 
Augu.st was $121.94 a week. 
After allowing for inflation, 
this figure was 4.1 per cent 
above a year ago — the 
largest year-to-year increase 
for any August since ?iie 
monthly index began.

The People Must Know 


The California State Supreme Court comes up with 
obfuscated decisions couched in language so vague that 
hardly anyone, including many lawyers can make head 
or tail of what the decisions mean. 

In Serrano vs. Priest, regarding property tax as it 
applies to public schools, the Court said the unequal dis¬ 
tribution of property tax money for education was un¬ 
constitutional. Then it modified it’s own decision and said 
despite the laws unconstitutionality, it could still be used 
until a lower court had changed it’s decision or until the 
legislature came up with a legal substitute. 

So the initial ruling of unconstitutionality is postponed 
until who knows what, and property taxes are still being 
illegally spent, and, consequently illegally collected. 

But no delay in enforcing the Court ruling on the 
unconstitutionality of capital punishment. So one decision 
is a horse while the other is a rabbit. No equality there. 

On September 21, 1972 the Court came up with an¬ 
other ruling that says no building or construction can be 
commenced until an environmental report sanctions it. The 
legislature had made that requiremet for public construc¬ 
tion, but the Court said no building permits for private 
construction can be issued without such reports in advance, 
and that this ruling was to be applied retroactively. This 
would mean that thousands of private projects now under 
way must be stopped, and if necessary torn down. 

The City of Los Angeles is so confused with this 
wierd ruling that it is continuing to issue building per¬ 
mits, despi.te the decision, but is warning all applicants 
for private building permits that they are proceeding at 
their own risk. 

Of course the result of this will mean immediate ces¬ 
sation of most building and construction from one end 
of the state to the other, followed by massive unemploy¬ 
ment in the construction industry and many allied fields. 

Governor Reagan and Speaker Moretti are asking 
Attorney General Younger to seek a re-hearing on the 
decesion and for a new ruling that the law not be applied 
to private construction. 

Recently State Supreme Court Chief Justice Donald 
Wright castigated the public for expressing dissatisfaction 
with the Courts, but until the Judges stop making fuzzy 
wuzzy sociological absurdities under the name of equal 
protection and justice and calling it constitutional law, the 
public should keep right on beating the drums, with no 
let up.
